TEMPORARY SO-WHATTING 
Americans may never see a German commerce 
raider in the western Atlantic. 
But they can sit 
what it would mean. The British aid policy ultim ate­ 
ly will spread the war into the new world. Americans 
haven't forgotten that Canada already is at war with 
Germany. 
The United States is pledged to keep G reat Britain 
in the war. 
That Is its policy. Germany Is pledged 
to knock Great Britain out of the war. 
Destruction 
of G reat Britain is Germany's policy. ‘ No power and 
no support coming from any part oi tile world can 
change the outcome of this battle in any respect,” 
said Rtichsfuehrer Hitler in his latest speech. "Eng­ 
land will fail." 
Here is an irreconcilable conflict of national wills. 
Italy, whose bark is worse than its bite and which 
therefore usually barks first, says in its controlled 
press that a state of war already exists between the 
United States and the Axis. Even the gagged German 
press Is beginning to hint to its readers th at the Nazi 
regime lins steered them close to another collision 
with the United States. 
The tree press in the United States, for a dif­ 
ferent reason, lins been saying that the United States 
Is engaged in an undeclared war and will not declare 
war until and unless the opposition makes it plain 
that there is no alternative. 
The American press iias 
bern saying this because it believes th at is the way 
a majority of Americans want tile thing to be done. 
Tile United States should not yield to the aggressors 
at any point; it should give all possible ald to Great 
Britain: it should light the instant its interests are 
attacked directly. 
The current so-whatting stage of the war in all 
probability is temporary. 
War is a conflict of na­ 
tional wills taking a violent form. 
The conflict Is 
inherent in the conflicting policies of the United 
States and Germany. 
II Germany wants to bring 
the conflict to the explosion stage, it can start to 
raid commercial shipping in the western Atlantic. 
That is one of several ways it can precipitate war— 
if it wants war.

STATE 'TAKE' FROM 
BETTING STUDIED 


Senate Considers Law To 
Lift 3 Per Cent Of 
Racing Wagers 


(B y A ssociated P ress) 
COLUMBUS. March ^ .-L eg isla ­ 
tion intended to triple the states 
“take” from horse racing and tight­ 
en its regulation of tracks came 
cut of the senate judiciary com­ 
m ittee today with a recommenda­ 
tion for passage. 
Senator Grant P. Ward (R-Co- 
lumbus). author of the 
bill, 
esti­ 
mated it should increase tlje state’s 
racing income to $350,000, ‘as com­ 
pared with $123,009 last year. 
The measure would give the state 
three per cent of all money wag­ 
ered. The “cut” is now one to two 
per cent, but* mostly one. Ward said 
Certified 
public 
accountants 
would be appointed as track inspec­ 
tors, 
assuring 
a 
more 
accurate 
checkup on the betting, the sena­ 
tor asserted, 
The state racing commission also 
would appoint a sc ate supervisor of 
m utuels and put its own represen­ 
tative at the tracks as presiding 
steward. 
Furthermore, 
the 
commission 
could require the tracks to install 
totalizers, 
which 
are 
mechanical 
devlvces for recording wagers. Pro­ 
ponents of the legislation said these 
devices would insure accurate odds. 
Other 
provisions 
of 
the 
Ward 
bill are: 
The four-man commission must 
include an owner 
and breeder of 
thoroughbreds (running horses) and 
an owner and breeder of standard- 
bredSI harness horses); 
Running races may be conducted 
until 8 p. rn. (now 7 p. rn.) and may 
not conflict in dates unless they 
are loo miles apart (now 50). and 
Handbooks instead 
of 
mutuels 
may be used at harness races.
